13. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new fire truck, meeting 
specifications of the fire insurance underwriters Organization for the sum of 
$32,000.00 and to authorize the Town to borrow said sum by issuing a note 
or notes to be repaid over a period of ten (10) years. 


14. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for the Fire Department. 


15. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for the maintenance of the Dump. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$400.00 for the Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$376.00 for the Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $250.00 for 
Ambulance Service. 


19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for the maintenance of the Common and Athletic Field. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $350.00 for 
publicizing and promoting the natural advantages and resources of the Town 


together with other towns in the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee region. 


21. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for Civil Defense. 


22. To see if the Town wishes to designate the location of the Town 
Meeting at the Wentworth School or at the Town Hall. 


23. To see if the Town will approve the appointment of a Town Hall 


Improvement Committee of three (3) to plan and recommend improvements 
designed to enhance the use of the Town Hall for Town Government and gen- 
eral use by the Town, said Committee to be appointed by the Moderator. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of $2,000.00 for Town Hall Improvements. 


25. To see if the Town of Wentworth will vote to become a member 
of the North Council, organized in July, 1973. The Council has been desig- 
nated by the State Office of Comprehensive Planning to be the official plan- 
ning commission for New Hampshire Planning Region One. The objectives 
of the Council are to prepare a comprehensive plan for the region, work for 
consensus On major problems of regional concern, encourage and assist in 
cooperative projects to solve problems involving more than one town, and 
help member communities in their planning programs. 

The Council’s authority is conferred by RSA Chapter 36:45-53. 

Member representatives of 
the Council are appointed by the Board of Selectmen, as provided by State 
Law.

26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $286.00 as 
the Town’s share for operation of the North Country Council for one year, 
beginning July 1, 1974. These funds will be used for financing staff, office 
and general operating expenses, regional planning studies, technical assistance 
to member communities, coordination with local, State and Federal agencies, 
and other programs of the Council. These funds may be used in conjunction 
with State and Federal Funds available for planning purposes. 


27. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate 
in support of the Cottage Hospital, Woodsville, N.H. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to apply 
for and receive Federal Disaster Assistance Funds through the State Disaster 
Coordinating Office as such funds become available. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to borrow 
such sums as may be necessary to defray costs in anticipation of the Federal 
Assistance Disaster Funds to be received through the State Disaster Coordi- 
nating Office. 


30. To see if the Town will give permission for the Wentworth Histor- 
ical Society to locate the old Wentworth Railroad Station on the town land 
formerly the site of the Old Hearse House. 


31. To see if the Town of Wentworth will vote to create a special un- 
paid Committee to be known as a regional refuse disposal planning commit- 
tee, consisting of three persons appointed by the moderator of the Town. 
The duties and responsibilities of this committee will be to study the hand- 
ling and disposal of solid waste and report their findings to the Selectmen of 
the Town on or before October 1, 1974. 


32. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of thirty- 
five dollars ($35.00) for the Town Conservation Commission. 


33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money, if necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


34. To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting.

There are more dogs to be licensed this year. There are over 100 dogs in 
Wentworth and as of our 1973 report only 81 have been licensed. Some own- 
ers believe if their dog is a house dog that they shouldn’t have to buy a license, 


but our laws are for everyone that owns a dog regardless of size. 


In 1973, I returned 13 dogs to Wentworth owners and 11 to Warren owners 
and I killed one for chasing deer. 


My job is to see that all dogs are licensed and if all our citizens would coop- 
erate, it would be great to have 100% in 1974. 


Licenses for male and spaded females is a $2.00 fee. 
Unspaded females is $5.00. 
There will be a late charge after the deadline.

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WEBSTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


As we have come to the end of another year we are happy to report that 
we have continued to make definite gains — both for the benefit of the Libra- 
ry itself and in its use to the community. 


We have continued to add new and desirable books and magazines but we 
have made greater use of the facilities of the Bookmobile which enables us 
to increase the available books at no expense to ourselves. Also our Librarian, 
Dorothy Brown, has been extremely helpful in securing particular books for 
our students to assist them in their term papers, etc. We have utilized the 
Bookmobile to the extent that we are now the second largest user of the 
seventy-five libraries in the North Country District taking advantage of this 
service. 


In spite of the rising costs in everything, we have achieved our goals — 
namely, we have redecorated the Historical and the main reading room of 
the Library. We have also added book cases and a room divider thereby 
making more room for the children’s books. 


However, we have suffered serious vandalism which will necessitate addi- 
tional expenses to repairs. We have had to make repairs on the leaded panes 
at the right of the entrance, several windows broken in the outer walls of the 
gym and damage to the back door to the gym. These are expenses which we 
did not plan on and will require extra money to repair. We have also made 
quite extensive repairs on the roof. We have been fortunate in getting some 
free will help on maintenance, etc., namely; we are grateful to Norman 
Downing for repairs on the worn out lock on the front door; to Doug Camp- 
bell for repairs to the children’s table; to Arthur Morrison for repairs to the 
plumbing and to Grover Breck for the expenses in straightening the tree 
in the front yard. 


We are justly proud to note that our Librarian, Dorothy Brown, has been 
chosen North Country District Representative to the Qualification Review 
Committee for the N. H. Statewide Library Program. 


In closing, we wish to call attention to the fact that due to the continually 
rising costs of everything we must ask for an increased appropriation.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
Webster Memorial Library 


Mrs. Donald Campbell, Assistant Librarian, took the spring training course 
given by the State Library. 


We have five Talking Books in use. There is a demonstration machine in 
the Library which may be used by anyone wishing to try it out before making 
an application for his own. There are also volunteers who will deliver books, 
especially in winter, to those who are not able to get to the library. 


We borrowed 5,797 books and records from the Bookmobile and 96 spe- 
cial requests from Interlibrary Loan. 


Thanks to our special appropriation this year our Reference Collection is 
now housed altogether in the Historical Room with table space making work 
easy for both students and adults doing research. In an attempt to better 
serve the greater number the hours have been spread out over four days -- 
Tuesday 6-8 pm; Wednesday 3-5 pm; Thursday 6-8 pm and Saturday 10 am 
to Noon. 


It is the hope of the staff that we may have telephone service in the coming 
year. This would enable people in the outlying parts of town to check on the 
availability of needed material, thus saving a second trip if the material must 
be ordered. 


Cooperation between school and library is becoming a reality and will 
continue to grow.

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REPORT OF THE 
COTTAGE HOSPITAL VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE DISTRICT 
1973 


In 1971 the State of New Hampshire passed an Ambulance Act with the 
purpose stated thusly: “‘to save lives and speed the healing of persons in- 
jured in accidents or otherwise in need of medical services by providing 
an emergency care system that will bring the injured or sick person under 
the care of persons properly trained to care for the injured or sick in the 
shortest practical time, and that will provide safe transportation for the 
injured or sick person to a treatment center prepared to receive the in- 
jured or sick person.”’ 


This legislation created for many providers of ambulance services an 
intolerable situation, and in our case, left the area comprised of Groton, 
Ryegate, and Newbury, Vermont, and Monroe, Bath, Benton, Haverhill, 
Warren and Wentworth, New Hampshire, in a position of having no avail- 
able ambulance coverage as of June 1, 1972. Many of these towns had 


been contributing financial support to maintain ambulance service by a 
local Funeral Home, but at the adoption of the above mentioned legis- 


lation this was no longer available to them. A group of interested persons 
from these towns met and formed the Cottage Hospital Volunteer Ambu- 
lance District, a non-profit corporation incorporated under the laws of 
the State of New Hampshire. In order to comply with the laws relative to 
ambulance districts, a vehicle and much equipment had to be purchased. 
Extensive recruiting of persons willing to serve, and prepared to acquire 
the necessary training to qualify for license was undertaken. It was nece- 
ssary to provide enough persons to staff the ambulance twenty-four hours 
a day, seven days a week. This was no easy task, and is still going on. 


The Cottage Hospital Volunteer Ambulance District has completed its 
first full year of operation with a satisfying record of service to its member 
towns. It is with a great deal of pride that we point to the dedicated vol- 
unteers who sacrifice their time and strength to the service of their fellow 
citizens without renumeration of any kind, to the officers that administer 
this organization, and to the fine equipment maintained to better care for 
the sick and injured. It is only through the generosity and cooperation of 
the member towns that this can all be provided. If the towns continue to 
support us as in the past, it will surely enable us to lower our rates to the 
individuals that use our service. Many expenditures for equipment, supplies, 
training, communications, insurance, garage, etc. are necessary, and this is 
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why we solicit your support again as in past years. Even though a modest 
charge is made for each trip, the support of the towns is necessary for us 

to continue to update our equipment, to upgrade the training of volunteers, 
and to give the fine service our citizens expect and deserve. 


PEMI-BAKER HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


At the Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency a staff of trained specialists is 
ready to serve any local resident for whom a doctor has advised home care. 
Two full-time nurses, a part-time nurse, occupational therapist and physio- 
therapist are available. They. will see people of all ages for post-natal, post- 
operative, geriatric care or any other condition requiring skilled attention. 


Last year the nurses made 250 visits in Wentworth. 

To maintain the Agency each town in the area is asked to appropriate the 
sum of $1.00 per person for each town resident as of the 1972 State Census. 
(The average request from agencies over the State is $1.25 per person.) Ac- 


cordingly, Wentworth’s share is $376.00.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During this year the Planning Board processed and approved nine (9) re- 
quests for subdivisions. Two (2) of these requests were for the development 
of six (6) or more lots. One (1) was for the Woodhaven Property and the 
other for Oak Knoll now being developed by Elwin Macomber on property 
formerly owned by William Currier on East Side Road. The Board inspected 
this site and after due consideration of all the factors involved, the develop- 
ment plan was approved. 


The Board is desirous of joining the North Country Council to gain the 
benefit of its assistance in planning a number of matters too complex or too 
time-consuming for an individual community to handle on its own. Such

Because a number of Wentworth residents have become interested in 
the background of this community, the Wentworth Historical Society was 
voted into being on May 10, 1973 --- the town’s newest civic group. 


The purpose of the Society is to bring together people interested in 
history, especially of Wentworth. Its function is to discover, collect, preserve, 
and display material to help establish the origins of the area and to arouse 
interest in its past. 


Current projects are the transcription of the first town clerk’s book 
by Dorothy Brown and of Hoyt’s History of Wentworth and the repro- 


duction of early maps by Francis Muzzey and Michael Johnson. Mr. 
Muzzey has also photographed all the homes in town and several histo- 

ric sites, including the Whipple Stoneface, the ruins of the Carbee Elec- 
trical plant and Mellons mill. Information gleaned from the accompanying 
questionnaire will be used in conjunction with the photographs of the 
homes and an 1860 map. Interviews with older residents are planned. The 
Society also hopes to preserve the railroad station.

REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every town, 
city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone 
wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must first obtain the written permission of the tire warden. Except tor 
cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 
unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden 
is assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who works for the 
Department of Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the 
fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the Bear 
is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help from the public. 
Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing with matches. 
Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand is a poten- 
tial forest fire.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


School nursing exhibits constant changing priorities in the general health 
and health education of each student. 


Pre-school registration is held in May with parents and youngsters. The med- 
ical history is reviewed at this time and each parent receives the necessary 
health information for school entrance in September. 


Grades 1-8 have routine vision and audiological tests with medical follow- 
up appointments when necessary. Heights and weights, an important part 
of growth and development is done annually for each student. 


TB testing on all school personnel including cooks, custodians and bus 
drivers is done each year through the efforts of N. H. Dept. of Public Health 
and the school nurse. 


Health community resources, specialized clinics, our local hospital and 
physicians are strong supporting factors in assisting with my work. 


Student health conferences, consistent health teaching, home visits and 
assisting parents are a major role in school nursing. 


I wish to thank all of the school staff, parents and students for their con- 
tinued support to me.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


I respectfully submit my annual report to the parents and citizens of 
Wentworth. 


As of February 12, 1974 the school enrollment totaled seventy-two stu- 
dents. A grade-by-grade breakdown is as follows: first grade - nine students; 
second grade - nine students; third grade - eight students; fourth grade - four 
students; fifth grade - nine students; sixth grade - fourteen students; seventh 
grade - nine students and the eighth grade has ten students. 


One of our major objectives this year has been to develop a viable resource 
center. In addition to approximately 250 books, the students now have access 
to several contemporary magazines and newspapers, as well as a variety of ed- 
ucational games. To supplement these materials, the students are learning to 
work independently with several pieces of audio-visual equipment. 


In order to enhance the students’ education experience, several curricular 
innovations have been introduced. To bolster our Language Arts program a 
new textbook series is presently being used. Grades five through eight are 
working with the Laidlaw English series. Mr. Wanzelak is very enthused with 
this text and is happy with the progress the students have demonstrated. 


The introduction of a parent-volunteer program has greatly facilitated the 
faculty’s attempts to provide the children with a well-rounded education. 
Great progress has been made in the girls’ sewing-knitting class. Several de- 
lectable dishes have been prepared by our coeducational cooking class. We 
hope to be able to utilize parent cooperation in music, art, mechanics and 
first aid. 


Again this year the children are participating in a fine Physical Education 
program. The donation of four floor mats plus the acquisition of several other 
pieces of athletic equipment has greatly added to the variety of activities that 
are Offered to the students. One addition to our physical education program 
is the weekly ski program at Tenney Mountain. Students, grades one through 
eight, are currently taking advantage of this great opportunity. 


Closely related to our Physical Education program is our interscholastic 
athletic program. Wentworth competes within the Pemi-Baker League in the 
following activities: softball, football, basketball, baseball, and volleyball. 
Those participating are taught not only how to compete but more importantly 
how to conduct themselves in a sportsmanlike manner. Congratulations are in 
order for a fine performance from the Wentworth Falcons. 
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Finally, I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the parents who 
have contributed time and energy in an effort to help provide the children with 
a meaningful education which will meet their future aspirations.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1972 — 1973 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quota- 
tion: ‘‘Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall annually 
prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in 
detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district, and their 
share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school 
district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the respective 
school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made 
for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business admin- 
istrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the sev- 
eral school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuations. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $16,500 which 
was received by the Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory Union #48 
during 1972-1973 was made up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of 
New Hampshire and $14,000 was prorated among the school districts com- 
prising the Supervisory Union. Allowance for $400 travel within the Union 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1972-1973 was made 
up as follows: $2,190 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $12,510 
was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,500 travel within the Union 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I present to the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, and citizens of 
Wentworth, New Hampshire, my first annual report as Assistant Superinten- 
dent for Public School Supervisory Union #48. 


The 1973-1974 academic year has been personally stimulating and pro- 
fessionally rewarding. | 


The school year commenced with Mrs. Virginia Jensen assigned to Grades 
IT and II, Mrs. Maureen Clark to Grades II] and IV, Mr. Albert Wanzelak to 
Grades V-VIII, and Mr. Philip McCormack to Grades V-VIII as well as super- 
vising principal of the Wentworth Elementary School. 


Mrs. Clark, the only addition to this year’s faculty, isa 1972 graduate of 
Plymouth State College. Her previous experience as a part-time reading 
teacher and teacher aide has expanded her preparation which has enhanced 
her classroom success. 


Mrs. Carolyn Kent, an Occupational Therapist, is assigned to the Went- 
worth Elementary School one day each week. Her efforts are directed to 
working with teachers and to identifying pupils who are experiencing aca- 
demic difficulty. Programs are designed to analyze deficiencies and to pre- 
scribe methods which will ensure progress in learning. This program is 
funded by the federal government through Title I without local school tax- 
ation. 


The Child Feeding Services program is experiencing overwhelming re- 
sponse. Mrs. Kathleen Evans, cafeteria manager and Mrs. Diane Hudson, 
her able assistant, are preparing excellent meals and contribute most effec- 
tively to a very positive school environment. 


The future progress of the Wentworth Elementary School rests in the 
hands of the voters. More attention must be devoted to and the improve- 
ment of the athletic field, driveway, and front entrance to the school. Your 
support for these activities will be deeply appreciated. 


The students of Wentworth are entering a new era of education. It is an 
era when we are beginning to see increased attention directed to the atti- 
tudes and feelings of children. We are stressing that students are human 
beings, not just absorbers of facts and principles. We are implementing 
programs which allocate more attention to individual needs. Appreciation 
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of values and the development of a good self-concept are also receiving 


greater emphasis. 


I believe that educators are in an exciting field of endeavor. I can’t com- 
prehend a more satisfying career where we have the potential for growth, 
excitement, and no dearth of worthwhile problems to challenge us.
